“Imposing these charges is 
an attack on Bloxwich and 
will stop people using Blox¬ 
wich shops and will badly 
affect businesses and jobs.” 

It comes as it emerged 
parking charges are poised 
to be introduced in district 
centres across Aldridge, 
Bloxwich, Brownhills, Dar- 
laston and Willenhall, under 
council plans.

SHOP RAID PUTS 
PUNS IN DOUBT 


Forklift truck destroyed in factory fire

A FIRE was sparked at a factory in 
Darlaston, destroying a forklift truck 
and causing heavy smoke damage. 

The blaze at Atlas Refurb and Re¬ 
pair Ltd also caused a gas bottle to 
explode. 

The cause of the fire on the shop 
floor of the factory on The Green is not 
known, but is not believed to be arson. 

Managing director and owner Les 
Ricketts was alerted after an alarm to 
the business went off at around 3am 
on Saturday. 

He arrived within 10 minutes and 
after opening up he could smell the 
smoke and when it became clear there 
was a blaze he called the fire service. 


It caused fire damage to around five 
per cent of the factory, which special¬ 
ises in the refurbishment and repair of 
electrical goods. But there was around 
80 per cent smoke damage. 

None of the stock was wrecked and 
it is hoped with the use of a genera¬ 
tor the business, which employs more 
than 20 staff, would be able to operate 
as normal this week. 

Mr Ricketts said: “I opened up and 
went inside. 

“As soon as I was inside it became 
evident there was a fire, so I shut the 
doors and called the fire brigade. It has 
caused some damage but most of it is 
smoke related. We have got to do some 


work on the electrics though. Luckily 
none of our stock is damaged. A lot 
of our stuff is boxed, it is only smoke 
damage to the box so a lot can be re¬ 
boxed. 

It could have been a lot worse, there 
was nobody on site.” 

Although it is known where it 
started the cause is not clear and has 
damaged machinery. 

“It destroyed our forklift truck, we 
had only just spent £2,000 on it a cou¬ 
ple of months ago. 

“It started on the shop floor, we 
don’t know exactly what caused it. The 
way it has burned slowly it is a good 
indicator it is not arson.” 


A STORE owner says that plans to ex¬ 
pand his Walsall business may be in 
jeopardy after he lost at least £2,000 
during a raid by a gang of five men. 

He is this week counting the cost after a safe 
and about £2,000 in cash was stolen by the 
gang who he said spoke in East European ac¬ 
cents, during a distraction theft at Spend ‘N’ 


Save, in Pleck Road. 

Proprietor Ajaib Garcha 
said the thieves walked 
into the store near Walsall 
Manor Hospital and paid for 
about £50 worth of goods 
shortly after 12.35pm last 
Tuesday 

Hs son, 23-year-old 
Gurinder, who was serving 
them, spotted that one of 
the group had made his way 
to a staircase leading to of¬ 
fices at the premises. 

Mr Garcha said: “The 
same group of people vis¬ 
ited the shop the previous 
day when other members of 
staff were on duty. They did 
a similar thing and bought 
some items and one of them 
managed to sneak upstairs, 
but I came in and they left. 

Dropped 

“This time my son was 
there. They kept him busy 
and were buying a lot of 
things, but he began to sus¬ 
pect something wasn’t right 
when one of the people went 
upstairs. 

“This person went into 
the office, opened the win¬ 
dow, picked up the safe and 
dropped it outside. 

“There were more of them 
in a car outside, but by the 
time my son looked at the 
CCTV screens and pressed 
the security alarm button 
they all left. Cameras at 
the other shops nearby had 
filmed it all. 

“The business has been 
going since 2007 and we’ve

never seen those people be¬ 
fore until Tuesday when 
about six of them came in 
that time. They spoke good 
English. We recognised their 
faces from the images taken 
the day before. 

“They all seem to be 
grown men aged in their 
30s and 40s and they spent 
quite a bit of money at the 
till. This has left my son in 
shock, but otherwise un¬ 
hurt. They clearly set about 
distracting him. We are still 
checking, but I would say we 
lost about £2,000.” 

Mr Garcha’s plans to ex¬ 
pand the business to the 
tune of £200,000 and create 
10 new jobs are now up in 
the air because of the theft. 

A West Midlands Police 
spokesman said: “We are ap¬ 
pealing to anyone who may 
have witnessed the theft or 
who may have seen these 
men leave the store and 
drive off to come forward.” 


£ 150,000 
hospital 
fine over 
waiting 

WALSALL Manor Hospi¬ 
tal has been fined almost 
£150,000 this year after 
patients were left waiting 
in ambulances for too long, 
latest figures have revealed. 

The health trust which 
runs the Manor has received 
a £142,800 bill so far since 
April because of the amount 
of people who have waited 
longer than half-an-hour 
A&E. The number of people 
kept between 30 minutes 
and one hour increased to 
74 in September, up from 55 
during the previous month. 
There were also three pa¬ 
tients waiting over 60 min¬ 
utes. It has been given a 
£17,800 fine for September, 
which despite an increase 
on August, is lower than the 
£37,000 bill in July. 

A report to Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust 
board said: “Performance of 
74.69 per cent in September 
is a slight decline compared 
to 75.01 per cent recorded in 
August. As stipulated in the 
national contract, £200 will 
be applied for every hando¬ 
ver recorded between 30 and 
60 minutes and £1,000 will 
be applied for any handover 
over 60 minutes. 

“For September, a fine 
of £17,800 will be incurred. 
There were four days during 
the month when over 90 am¬ 
bulances arrived at the de¬ 
partment with one of these 
days recording over 100.”

OPENING hours are to be cut at 
the iconic Walsall New Art Gallery 
to help save cash - despite a recent 
grant of almost £500,000 to carry 
out improvements. 

The gallery will close an hour ear¬ 
lier each day for 20 weeks through¬ 
out winter, as part of cost-cutting 
measures put forward by Walsall 
Council. 

It means from next year the build- 


opening 

ing will open for 80 fewer hours be¬ 
tween October and March, reducing 
the time available to view some of 
the collections of art on display. 

The plan to close at 4pm rather 
than 5pm from Tuesday to Friday 
is only expected to save the council 
just over £5,000 a year. 

The council needs to save a total 
of £86m over the next four years. 

The £21 million building in Gal¬ 


lery Square, Walsall, was opened by 
the Queen in 2000. 

It has since welcomed a total 
of more than 2.3million visitors 
through its doors to view exhibi¬ 
tions by internationally renowned 
artists and emerging local talent 
from the West Midlands. 

This has included the work of the 
widely-renowned Damien Hirst. 

Council bosses say there would be 


no impact on Costa Coffee and there 
are no redundancies connected with 
the plan as part of the initial budget 
suggestions. 

A report to the council states: 
“This proposal will reduce the hours 
people can view or work with collec¬ 
tions in the New Art Gallery for 80 
hours during the winter period. 

“This should only be a relatively 
minor inconvenience to customers.”

Cash towards fixing potholes is poised to be re¬ 
duced by 20 per cent in the next two years under 
Walsall Council proposals.

Women get 
80 pc wages 
men receive 

WOMEN in the West Mid¬ 
lands are being paid 80 
pence for every pound a 
man earns, according to 
new figures. 

The Labour has released 
the figures as it made an 
election pledge to ask big 
companies with over 250 
staff in the West Midlands 
to publish their average 
hourly pay gap each year 
to expose whether men and 
women are being paid dif¬ 
ferently for doing the same 
work, and whether too few 
women occupy senior posi¬ 
tions. 

The revelation comes as 
Equal Pay Day - the day 
that women across the UK 
effectively start working for 
free due to the gender pay 
gap - came three days ear¬ 
lier this year because the 
pay gap is back on the rise. 

Officials say it means 
women will work for free for 
the next 57 days. 

Gloria De Piero MP, La¬ 
bour’s Shadow Minister for 
Women and Equalities said: 

“Women are working an 
extra three days for free this 
year because the pay gap is 
back on the rise. Women 
shouldn’t have to wait an¬ 
other 50 years for Equal Pay 
which is why Labour will be 
calling a vote in Parliament 
to get big companies to pub¬ 
lish their pay gap.”

The reactive highway 
maintenance budget is used 
to cover damage to the road, 
guardrails and footways.

“Highway maintenance 
claims have the potential to 
place the council at signifi¬ 
cant financial risk. 

“If the council is unable 
to carry out as many emer¬ 
gency repairs as it currently 
does it will inevitably be 
placed at greater risk of 
increased risk and insur¬ 
ance claims and the costs 
associated with dealing with 
claims matters. 

It adds: “Less mainte¬ 
nance will mean that pe¬ 
destrians and road users 
are placed at greater risk of 
injury and damage. 

“This will mean that 
there are fewer works or¬ 
ders placed with our term 
contractor Lafarge Tar¬ 
mac.”

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Market to 
relocate 
next year 
in revamp 

WALSALL Market will 
relocate its new perma¬ 
nent home next year in 
a £1.7 million revamp af¬ 
ter councillors backed the 
long-awaited move. 

The stalls will be com¬ 
pletely cleared from High 
Street and Digbeth to make 
way for the new look site 
next year. The 800-year- 
old market will be situated 
on The Bridge where some 
traders have been temporar¬ 
ily located since 2009. 

Walsall Council’s cabinet 
agreed to the facelift which 
will see around 70 stands 
created. The market is 
being relocated to make way 
for new Primark and Co-op 
stores under the £21m re¬ 
vamp of Old Square Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

There are also plans to 
create 11 units for retail, 
restaurants and leisure in 
Digbeth and Lower Hall 
Lane as part of the £12 
million St Matthews Quar¬ 
ter development bringing 
around 200 new jobs. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammed Nazir 
said: “We will continue to 
work towards improve¬ 
ments to the town centre 
by supporting the Market 
Working Group and the re¬ 
generation team to ensure 
that the stalls are relocated 
by 2015.” _ 

Revamp date 
for police HQ 

THE near £33 million re¬ 
vamp of the West Midland 
Police headquarters is set to 
be completed by September 
2016. Over 1,000 staff have 
already been re-located from 
Lloyd House in Birmingham 
city centre in preparation 
for the building work that is 
scheduled for January. 

The redevelopment of 
the building is due to take 
87 weeks with the phased 
return of employees to the 
first few completed floors 
anticipated to take place 
between November and De¬ 
cember next year. 

The exact cost is expected 
to be finalised shortly.

Chiefs' apology after oxygen supply error 


HEALTH bosses in Sandwell have apolo¬ 
gised after a cancer patient was connected 
to an oxygen cylinder that was not releas¬ 
ing air. 

The incident happened at Sandwell Gen¬ 
eral Hospital when Roland Bull, aged 68, of 
Hill Top, West Bromwich, was deprived of 
oxygen when taken to an ambulance before 
being discharged home. He died 20 minutes 
after returning to his home. 

Bosses at Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals Trust said they have 
‘strengthened their processes’. Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court was told how nurses at the 


hospital did not have official training to use 
the oxygen cylinders. 

Miss Marissa Thomas, a nurse at the hos¬ 
pital, told the inquest how she checked a 
gauge displaying the levels of oxygen in the 
cylinder and how she would turn the valve 
to its highest setting so she could hear ‘a 
hiss’ or feel oxygen come out of it. 

She said: “I had never had any training 
regarding the cylinders. I had only been told 
how to check for the gauge and how to use 
the cylinders.” 

Colin Ovington, the chief nurse at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals, 


said during the hearing that air coming out 
of the cylinder did not necessarily mean the 
seal was open. 

He was asked by the coroner if oxygen 
could come out if the seal was still in place. 

Mr Ovington said: “You can get a small 
amount of hiss or oxygen. There is a small 
probability it could happen.” 

David Watson, who was part of the trans¬ 
portation services team to take Mr Bull 
home, was the person who spotted the oxy¬ 
gen canister was still sealed. 

During the journey Mr Bull received ox¬ 
ygen from the ambulance’s supply but had 


been connected to the sealed cylinder when 
taken from the ward to the vehicle. 

He said: “I got the oxygen cylinder that 
he came into the ambulance with and it was 
then I realised that seal was still intact.” 

In a statement released after the hear¬ 
ing Mr Ovington, said: “Our sincerest 
condolences are with Mr Bull’s family and 
friends. We have spent time with his fam¬ 
ily over recent weeks. We have apologised 
for the care that Mr Bull received and have 
strengthened our processes.” Mr Bull’s son 
Wayne said: “My dad was a great bloke and 
it is sad this is the ending he got.” 


Main routes to be gritted 
in extreme weather chosen 


MAIN routes that will be cleared in extreme 
weather to keep services going have been 
chosen by council bosses. 

A new action plan is being drawn up for how Wal¬ 
sall will deal with heavy snow and plummeting tem¬ 
peratures to stop services grinding to a halt. The 
Government now requires every council to come up 
with a plan for extreme weather conditions. 


Man jailed 
for attempt 
to steal van 

A MAN from Willenhall who 
tried to rob a West Midland 
Police scene’s of crime of¬ 
ficer of her van when she 
stopped at traffic lights has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

Andrew Baker opened 
a door on the vehicle and 
he tried to snatch the keys 
during a short struggle 
with the ‘vulnerable’ police 
employee, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Robert Price, prose¬ 
cuting, said the woman who 
fortunately escaped with 
only minor injuries bravely 
told Baker to go and he then 
walked away from the scene. 

Baker of Threshers Way, 
Willenhall, admitted at¬ 
tempted robbery. Mr Gur- 
deep Garcha, mitigating, 
said the 33-year-old had a 
number of previous convic¬ 
tions for robbery but had 
managed to keep out of 
trouble with the police for 
10 years. 

Judge John Warner said 
it was clear Baker had tried 
to take the van by force, 
adding: “It must have been 
an extremely unpleasant 
experience for this woman. 
This was a lone woman in a 
vehicle and she was in a vul¬ 
nerable position.” 


It includes which roads 
will be gritted and ploughed 
to allow bin collections to 
continue and traffic to keep 
moving.

It comes as stockpiles of 
grit are accumulating in 
Brownhills as the borough’s 
fleet of gritting vehicles get 
ready for another winter. 

The Apex Road depot has 
been stocked with around 
3,000 tonnes of salt which is 
ready to be spread when the 
mercury drops below zero 
on around 218 miles of des¬ 
ignated roads. 

In recent weeks, crews 
have been busy replenishing 
the 200 grit bins around the 
borough to ensure enough 
salt is available for residents 
to apply.

Fake certificate 
woman is guilty 

A SMETHWICK woman 
has pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing a fake birth certif¬ 
icate and making a false 
statement to get a pass¬ 
port. 

Patricia Jarrett, aged 40, 
of Cheshire Road, admit¬ 
ted seven charges of fraud 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court.

Burial and cremation fees to go up 


BURIAL and cremation fees will 
rise again in Walsall next year, 
cash-strapped council bosses have 
revealed. 

Charges for bereavement services 
in the borough are earmarked to in¬ 
crease by three per cent. It means 
the cost of a cremation would go up 
by £19 to £657 in 2015 and burials 
by £83 to £2,835 and it comes after 
last y ear fees rose by five per cent. 


The latest increase is expected 
to generate around £90,000 with 
the money reinvested into the ser¬ 
vice, bosses have said. There are 
long-term plans to increase space at 
Willenhall Lawn Cemetery by up to 
5,000 more plots. 

Councillor Khizar Hussain, cabi¬ 
net member for community, leisure 
and culture said: “The council con¬ 
tinues to invest in the service and 


we have identified further improve¬ 
ments to our bereavement services 
in the near future. 

“Subject to planning approvals, 
we intend to extend Willenhall 
Lawn Cemetery in the next year or 
two to provide additional land to in¬ 
crease our burial capacity. Each year 
we review our fees for bereavement 
and registration services to ensure 
our high standards are maintained. 


Annually we spend around £80k on 
safety repairs to memorials within 
our cemeteries and have extended 
several of them with additional bur¬ 
ial areas in recent financial years to 
ensure they meet the needs of the 
borough’s residents both now and 
well into the future.” 

The increase is part of the coun¬ 
cil’s proposals to save £86 million 
over the next four years. 


Deceitful salon boss 
loses jail term appeal 


AN ‘incorrigibly dishonest’ hair salon boss, 
who conned her way out of paying for 
£9,000-worth of styling products and rent, 
must put up with her jail term, judges ruled. 

Tina Patel, aged 38, of Boulevard Walk, Walsall, 
cheated suppliers and her landlady, using cheques 
she either knew she could not cover or which came 
from a closed account. 


The serial fraudster was 
jailed for three-and-a-half 
years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in May, after 
she admitted five counts of 
fraud. Three judges at Lon¬ 
don’s Appeal Court have 
now rejected a sentence 
challenge by the deceitful 
salon boss, saying her sen¬ 
tence may be ‘severe’ but 
certainly not ‘manifestly 
excessive’. 

Judge Anthony Morris 
QC said Patel placed an 
order for £265 worth of 
products from supplier, 
Pro Impressions, in March, 
2012, promising to pay by 
bank transfer. 

However, she covered 
the sum using a cheque 
she knew would bounce. 
She later ordered a further 
£644-worth of items from 
the firm and repeated the 
same trick. 

Patel made two orders 
from AKS Hair & Beauty 
Ltd, worth £448, again writ¬ 
ing bouncing cheques. She 
then placed a further order 
for products from the firm 
in excess of £2,000 while 
pretending to be someone 
else. She also built up thou-

sands of pounds of arrears 
with her landlady, Nicky 
Aulton. 

Judge Morris said the 
total amount defrauded was 
between £8,000 and £9,000 
with the offending taking 
place over a 15-month pe¬ 
riod. Patel had four previous 
convictions for 35 offences, 
all involving fraud or dis¬ 
honesty. At the time that 
she committed four of the 
latest offences, she was on 
a licence from a previous 
sentence. 

The judge who sentenced 
her described her as ‘incor¬ 
rigibly dishonest’ and said 
it appeared that ‘deceit was 
her second-nature’. He said 
she had shown a ‘total lack 
of remorse’. Applying to 
appeal, her barrister, Tom 
Schofield, argued that she 
was under acute financial 
pressure at the time. 

But Judge Morris, sitting 
with Lord Justice Pitchford 
and Mrs Justice Cox, ruled: 
‘In our judgment, this sen¬ 
tence, while severe, was not 
manifestly excessive.’

Cold water poured on fountain

THE beleaguered Source of Ingenuity foun¬ 
tain is to be pulled down and put into stor¬ 
age to make way for the Walsall’s new-look 
market, it has emerged. 

The water feature arrived as part of 
the £2 million revamp of the town’s Civic 
Square but was turned off in 2005 amid 
fears of Legionnaires Disease contamina¬ 
tion. The sculpture, based on Janus the 
two-faced Roman god of time, requires 
thousands of pounds worth of repairs. 

But council chiefs say it will be removed 


as part of the overhaul of the town centre 
and there are no plans to bring it back. 

Leader of Walsall Council Sean Coughlan 
said: “There are no plans to relocate the 
fountain at the moment because we have to 
find a site and the money first. It will be 
going into storage for the time being.” 

It was designed by artist Tom Lomax who 
created Birmingham’s The Spirit of Enter¬ 
prise fountain in Centenary Square. It will 
be moved under plans to permanently relo¬ 
cate the 800-year-old Walsall Market. 


Residents 
urged to 
take their 
free jabs 

HIGH-RISK residents are 
being urged to get their flu 
jabs as the colder weather 
draws in. 

Mums-to-be, children 
aged two to four, over-65s 
and people with existing 
health conditions are being 
targeted. The flu vaccine 
is free for such groups and 
people should see their GP 
or practice nurse for infor¬ 
mation. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, 
portfolio holder for health 
with Walsall Council, said: 
“There is a belief that flu is 
just a heavy cough and cold 
but it is a really nasty infec¬ 
tion that can lead to some 
serious complications. 

“We’re appealing to preg¬ 
nant women, people under 
65 with existing health con¬ 
ditions such as diabetes, se¬ 
vere asthma, chest or heart 
complaints, and the un- 
der-65s to get their free flu 
vaccination sorted as soon 
as possible. 

“If anyone in these high 
risk groups has any doubts, 
I would urge them to talk to 
their GP, midwife, district 
nurse or any other health 
professional. 

“If you get the flu not 
only will it make you feel 
absolutely lousy, confining 
you to bed for several days, 
it has a knock-on effect for 
the rest of your family and 
the wider community.”

Cutbacks 
to affect 
cleaning 
of streets 

STREETS will be swept 
just once a month in Walsall 
under the latest council cut¬ 
backs revealed. 

Council bosses have an¬ 
nounced that instead of 
cleaning the main routes 
through the borough once a 
fortnight as is currently the 
case they will be looked at 
every four weeks. 

As a result officials have 
warned that drains could 
become blocked and that 
street cleaning, including 
the removal of graffiti and 
litter picking ,will be cut 
back as part of moves to 
save £477,000 in 2015/16. 

There are fears the move 
could leave the area looking 
a mess but residents will be 
encouraged to take more 
‘responsibility’ for the area 
they live in. 

As part of the changes 
some 15 of the 58 ‘environ¬ 
mental operative’ jobs will 
be lost at Walsall Council 
and the number of mechan¬ 
ical sweepers will be slashed 
from two to one. 

The council says it can 
not even pay for cover when 
staff are off sick or on an¬ 
nual leave. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete 
Smith said: “The streets 
will be full of extra waste 
anyway because of the bins 
being collected fortnightly. 
These are the worst cuts 
I’ve ever known.”

THERE were laughs and jeers 
when a Labour MP asked the 
Prime Minister what he was go¬ 
ing to do to tighten up on immi¬ 
gration. 

David Cameron kept his tone 
civil when answering Ian Austin 
during his weekly question time 
but insisted on reminding MPs 
about Labour’s own record on 
that matter. There are, of course, 
Labour MPs who now acknowl¬ 
edge their party got it wrong on 
immigration. 

Dudley North MP Mr Austin 
has been holding a series of 
public meetings and immigration 
is the topic that gets raised time 
and time again. 

The reason it came to the fore 
again was because a minister 
called Nick Boles admitted the 
government could not control it. 

While it was hardly something 
that would have been signed off 
by the Number 10 spin team, it 
was a statement that could have 
come from the Department of 
the Blindingly Obvious. 

We’re in the European Union. 
And there’s the principle of free 
movement that means people 
from all its member states can 
come and go as they please. 
Our economy’s growing , hence 
the £1.7 billion bill Brussels has 
slapped us with. 

The choice then is to either 
come out of Europe, re-negoti- 
ate the rules on free movement 
or make Britain a less attractive 
place to be. 

Reforming the benefits system 
so you can only get out-of-work 
benefits if you’ve paid in first by 
having had a job is a popular 
idea. So is charging foreign visi¬ 
tors to use the NHS. 

Whether either will make a 
scrap of difference remains to 
be seen. It is not as though the 
benefits bill or the NHS’s woes 
are issues that have solely arisen 
because of immigration. 

Two Tory councillors have 
jumped ship, branding their old 
party’s leadership out of touch. 
But unlike recent defections 
elsewhere, they’ve crossed the 
floor to Labour rather than run 
to UKIP. 

Cheryl Billingham and Glenis 
Simms both represent wards in 
Dudley South, where the incum¬ 
bent Conservative MP Chris Kel¬ 
ly is standing down. The pair are 
both up for re-election next May. 
In the press release sent out by 
Labour both lay in to their former 
party’s leadership. 

Councillor Simms also man¬ 
aged to refer to one of Ed Mili¬ 
band’s key campaign topics, 
what Labour calls the cost-of- 
living crisis. And in a particularly 
withering swipe she says: “As 
an ordinary working mother I 
no longer feel at home in David 
Cameron’s Conservative party.” 

Councillor Simmsand Coun¬ 
cillor Billingham both seem to be 
struggling to defend their party’s 
record in government. 

None of that makes the task 
of the Conservatives in holding 
on to Dudley South any easier. 
At the moment they don’t even 
have a candidate.

Lifeline centre's future 
in doubt after 25 years

In the case of an excursion to the Isle 


IT HAS been going for 25 
years and for its users, el¬ 
derly and disabled people in 
Walsall, it has proved a life¬ 
line. 

But now bosses at Bloxwich Day 
Centre say the future of the facili¬ 
ty is in doubt. 

At the moment they have around a 
dozen users and organisers are hoping 
to sign up more along with sponsors 
to secure its future. Staff host regular 
activities and trips for them but need 
more people through the doors for it to 
carry on long-term. 

Bosses say for some it is just having 
the company which keeps people going 
and be a loss to the community if it 
was forced to shut up. 

The centre at the Robert Parker 
Charity Building, next to All Saints 
Church, Bloxwich, operates three days 
a week on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays. 

Activities which are provided range 
from bingo to knitting to enjoying a 
hot cooked meal. There are also trips 
organised to the likes of Penkridge 
Market, shopping in Telford and they 
have even been to the Isle of Wight. 

Manager Jill Harris said the centre 
was a place for people to come and 
have a good time, and they tried to 
offer whatever the visitors want. “It 
is somewhere for the elderly and dis¬ 
abled to go to. It is one big happy fam¬ 
ily. We don’t want to close but ideally 
in the perfect world we could do with 
more clients.” 

She added, that with bills to pay 
and the amount of outgoings they 
have to contend with, there is a need 
to encourage more people in. There is 
a transport service to enable people to 
get to and from the centre. 

The centre is run by three members 
of staff with usual hours of 8.30am to 
3.30pm. There are fears for the long- 


term if they cannot get more people 
through the doors. 

Bosses say the centre has suffered 
since people were given personal budg¬ 
ets to decide more about how to fund 
their care which meant it no longer 
received central funding. 

Jill added: “We want to try and 
protect the centre. There are not that 
many day centres in the area. We have 
been open 25 years but because of cut¬ 
backs were are suffering. 

“We are slightly off the beaten track 
and people don’t know we are there.” 


of Wight it was the first time one lady 
had been out of the area for over two 
decades. 

The role of day centres has been 
vital to communities around the coun¬ 
try for many years. 

It costs £20 for one day, although 
this reduces due to the number of 
times a person uses the centre up to 
a maximum cost of £36.50 a week. For 
details or to offer any help with spon¬ 
sorship to safeguard the future of the 
day centre, call 07903 824698.

Museums 
and hlstoiY 
centre site 
on the way 


MORE than £6 million is to be spent on a new 
heritage centre in Walsall with long-awaited 
plans earmarked for the go-ahead. There 
had been fears it would go in cuts. 

But Walsall Council hopes to push ahead with the 
multi-million pound scheme combining two muse¬ 
ums and a history centre by finding cash from out¬ 
side sources. 


Former council leader 
Mike Bird had previously 
said the scheme was ‘up in 
the air’ and would depend 
on what kind of Govern¬ 
ment finding was made 
available. 

But the now controlling 
Labour group has ear¬ 
marked it for investment in 
2016/17, with an initial esti¬ 
mate it would cost a total of 
£6.2m. As part of the project 
the Walsall Leather Mu¬ 
seum, Walsall Museum and 
Local History Centre will be 
combined under one roof - 
with the preferred location 
still to be confirmed. 

It is anticipated work 
will not start for a couple 
of years as it has been ear¬ 
marked as part of the capi¬ 
tal programme for 2016/17. 
The creation of a single site 
has been in the pipeline for 
years and more detailed

work can now take place. 
It comes despite the cash- 
strapped authority needing 
to save £86 million over the 
next four years and the cur¬ 
rent Walsall Museum ear¬ 
marked to shut as part of 
budget cuts to save £70,000. 

Councillor Khizar Hus¬ 
sain, leisure chief, said: 
“This is a great opportunity 
for us to develop a grade 
one visitor attraction which 
will offer a new and exciting 
venue for the exploration of 
the history and development 
of Walsall and its communi¬ 
ties. 

“It’s proposed that the fi¬ 
nancing for the new centre 
will come partly from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and 
other external funders, with 
funds from the council itself 
as well.

Seven establishments were closed by environmen¬ 
tal health officers amid concerns over an immediate 
risk to public health. Meanwhile one was shut vol¬ 
untarily, Walsall Council has said. 


Council chiefs say of the cl 
between October 27, 2013 
and October 27, 2014, over 
80 per cent were deemed 
satisfactory or better on the 
national food hygiene rating 
system. 

It comes as a spate of 
businesses were temporarily 
closed by the council during 
October. 

There were four which 
were forced to shut with 
issues ranging from mouse 
infestation, rat droppings 
and flies. 

Shops, restaurants or 
takeaways which are served 
with hygiene prohibition or¬ 
ders are able to reopen again 
once the council is satisfied 
there are no longer health 
risks. Of those which closed 
during the last 12 months, 
only one did not reopen by 
their own accord. 

David Elrington, area 
manager for environmen¬ 
tal health, said: “Premises 
that have been closed are

not legally able to reopen 
without the environmental 
health officer’s consent and 
we wouldn’t allow the prem¬ 
ises to reopen unless the cir¬ 
cumstances that led to the 
closure had been rectified to 
our satisfaction.” 

It comes after it recently 
emerged hundreds of res¬ 
idents and businesses in 
Walsall have been ordered 
to clean up waste, amid con¬ 
cerns it could attract rats 
and mice.

Advert led Billy to a glorious 
career for wolves and England 


IT was an advertisement in 
the Express & Star that was to 
change the life of Billy Wright. 

It set him on the path to becoming 
one of the greatest footballers in the 
history of the game in England. 

Placed in 1938, it invited schoolboys for 
trials with Wolverhampton Wanderers. 
Under the inspired leadership of Major 
Frank Buckley, Wolves were on the up. 

That season, 1937-38, they had won the 
First Division Championship - a feat that 
they were to equal the next year - and it 
would be a wonderful opportunity for any 
youngster who was good enough to be taken 
on by the club. 

It was an opportunity recognised by Nor¬ 
man Simpson, Billy’s teacher at Madeley 
Senior School. He spotted the advert and 
urged the talented youngster from Iron- 
bridge in Shropshire to respond. 

When Billy reached Molineux, disappoint¬ 
ment met him. Major Buckley said he was 
too small to make the grade, but for some

reason 20 minutes later this imposing man 
changed his mind and decided to give Billy 
chance by signing him as an apprentice on 
an eight-month trial. 

That was all that Billy needed. Just 14- 
years old, he made his debut for Wolves in 
a B team, but he was not to stay a second 
stringer for long. A year later, he was cho¬ 
sen for the first team and aged 17, Billy 
signed as a professional but it was during 
the Second World War, and competitive 
football was limited - especially at Wolves. 

On September 1, 1946, League football 
returned to England. The rain pelted down 
but it failed to dampen the keenness of 
spectators who had not seen a league match 
for six years. 

Two years later, former captain Stan 
Cullis took charge as manager, and Billy 
Wright replaced him as leader on the field. 

Within a year, the club were runners-up 


in the League and winners of the FA Cup 
for the first time in 41 years. The FA Cup 
triumph in 1949 came in a 3-1 victory over 
Leicester City at Wembley. That and finish¬ 
ing runners-up in the League were tremen¬ 
dous achievements by Cullis, who would go 
on to develop a memorable Wolves side. 

The next few seasons were the most ex¬ 
citing in the history of the club. The team 
included other great names such as Bert 
Williams, Peter Broadbent, Johnny Han¬ 
cocks, and Ron Flowers. 

In 1954 they won the League champion¬ 
ship for the first time in the club’s history, 
and became champions again in 1958 and 
1959. This success was matched by out¬ 
standing performances against the best 
sides in Europe, where they defeated Hon¬ 
ved, the Hungarian champions, 3-2 in one 
of the most exciting and exhilarating games 
of football ever seen in England.sHis out¬ 
standing performances led to an England 
call-up, and in 1948 he was made captain. 
Remarkably, he led the team 90 times - an 
all-time record that he shared with Bobby 


Moore - and he was the first football player 
in the world to earn 100 caps. 

Originally a wing-half, in 1954 Billy was 
made centre-half at the World Cup in Swe¬ 
den by the manager, Walter Winterbottom. 

Billy retired as a player in 1959. In all, 
he played 541 games for Wolves and 105 for 
England - which included a record run of 
70 consecutive appearances. He went on to 
management and then became a television 
pundit and Head of Sport for ATV and Cen¬ 
tral Television. 

Takeover 

In 1990 he joined the board at Wolves as 
part of the takeover by Sir Jack Hayward 
and later had a stand named after him. 
Billy died in 1994. Two years later, a statue 
of him was erected in his honour outside 
Molineux, the home of his beloved Wolves. 

Unequalled for his dedication, determi¬ 
nation, loyalty, decency, consistency and 
unselfishness, Billy was a true Englishman. 
Walter Winterbottom got it right when he 
said that Billy Wright ‘had a heart of oak’.

WALSALL’S skyline is rapid¬ 
ly changing as building work 
gathers pace on the town 
college’s £11 million busi¬ 
ness and sports hub.

FOCUS ON ALDRIDGE 


Charges on way as free car 
parks may be lost in village 


SHOPPERS in Aldridge face having to pay 
parking fees for the first time at two car 
parks in the village, as the council looks to 
rake in up to £100,000. 

Charges will be introduced for the first time in ar¬ 
eas across Walsall and apart from Aldridge fees will 
come in at Bloxwich, Brownhills, Darlaston and Wil- 
lenhall under new proposals. 


Cash-strapped Walsall 
Council is planning to in¬ 
troduce a £1 charge for 
four hours on around 800 
spaces as part of its budget 
for 2015/16. There will be 
five locations in Willenhall, 
three in Bloxwich, Brown- 
hills and Darlaston and 
the two in Aldridge which 
would be subject to pay and 
display. 

The council currently pro¬ 
vides 2,000 free long-stay 
spaces spread across the five 
areas. Transport bosses say 
money generated will be in¬ 
vested in maintaining and 
cleaning car parks. 

But it has led to fears 
from traders that shoppers 
could turn their backs on 
the shopping centres, caus¬ 
ing traders to lose income. 

In Willenhall, the intro¬ 
duction of pay and display 
is proposed in the likes of 
Gomer Street, Hall Street 
and Wolverhampton Street. 

Bharat Parmar, of Ele¬ 
gant Dry Cleaners in Mar-

ket Place, Willenhall, said: 
“It should be free really 
and I think it could affect 
the town. You just don’t 
want to increase anything 
to stop people coming into 
the town.” 

“People do come from 
quite away. They always 
ask where you can park and 
charging could upset quite 
a few people. I think most 
of the shopkeepers will be 
against it.” 

A report to the council 
states: “The introduction of 
car park charges may have 
an adverse impact on the 
local economies of the dis¬ 
trict centres if as a result 
customers visit on a less 
frequent basis. Unless a 
sustainable funding stream 
is established to offset the 
ongoing cost of provision 
of the car parking facilities, 
their longer term viability 
may be in question.”

Police will 
look again 
at probe 
complaint 

THE police watchdog has told West Midlands 
Police to reconsider a complaint alleging the 
force made failings in its investigation of a 
man who died after being hit by a motorbike. 

Father-of-five Harbans Lai was knocked down as 
he crossed the road in Wolverhampton Street, Dar- 
laston, in December 2010. He had lived in Heathfield 
Lane, and suffered shock and died after his right 
lower leg was severed. 

The 61-year-old also suf¬ 
fered fractures, bruises and 
abrasions. Mr Lai’s daugh¬ 
ter Jasvinder Devi has al-

leged that West Midlands 
Police failed to conduct a 
fair and proportionate in¬ 
vestigation. 

Ms Devi claimed she was 
also lied to on a series of 
matters and was refused 
access to the police case file. 
The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) has now ruled that 
the police force had inves¬ 
tigated a general complaint 
of hers regarding the inves¬ 
tigation, but not addressed 
specific points. 

A letter to Ms Devi from 
the IPCC said the investiga¬ 
tion report also provided ‘no 
detail, reason or rationale’ 
for how the investigating of¬ 
ficer arrived at the decision 


not to uphold the complaint. 

In the letter, casework 
manager for the IPCC, 
Sarah Turner said: “I have 
directed that West Midlands 
Police re-investigate your 
complaints; it is mandatory 
for West Midlands Police to 
comply with this direction.” 

At Mr Lai’s inquest, the 
motorcyclist said he had 
come out in front of him at 
the last second and he no 
chance to do anything. 

Coroner Robin Balmain 
ruled it was an accident 
that it had happened due to 
a combination of the motor¬ 
cyclist not taking ‘appropri¬ 
ate precautions’ and Mr Lai 
not taking ‘sufficient care’. 

Ms Devi, of Kingston upon 
Thames, said she hoped she 
would now get answers.

Paying a fitting tribute 
to our fallen war heroes 


BEST OF THE REST 


E very November we pay tribute to 
the selflessness of those 
individuals who made the 
ultimate sacrifice for their country, 
remembering their deeds and valour 
in conflicts across the globe. 

This latest festival at the Royal Albert 
Hall, where some of the biggest names 
in music will gather together in the 
presence of the Queen and other 
members of the royal family, reminds us 
that Remembrance comes in different 
guises, both silent and celebratory. 

Those paying homage to the fallen 
include the cast of War Horse and 
D-Day veteran Jim Radford. They 
perform alongside the Massed Bands 
of the Household Division, and the 
bands of HM Royal Marines and the 
Queen’s Colour Squadron. 

Huw Edwards presents coverage, 
which includes the traditional two- 
minute silence as thousands of poppy 
petals fall from the venue’s ceiling. 

This latest poignant show also 
features a performance by singer Joss 
Stone. The Grammy and Brit Award- 
winner has teamed up with guitarist 
Jeff Beck to record 2014’s official 
Poppy Appeal single. 


On October 23, Joss took part in 
The Watch - a sunrise to sunset vigil 
at the Cenotaph in central London - 
to launch 2014’s Poppy Appeal. 

“I was honoured to be asked to 
record this year’s Poppy Appeal single 
and to take part in The Watch,” 
explains Joss. 

“It is a fantastic charity and The 
Watch is great new initiative and I 
hope it becomes a continuing feature 
each year when we remember the 
fallen and celebrate the living.” 

With this year marking the 100th 
anniversary of the outbreak of the 
First World War, it will be an emotional 
time for many, including Pamela 
Armitage Campbell. 

The eloquent octogenarian has a 
spirit that is infectious. It’s possible she 
picked it up from her dad, Reg Evans. 

Earlier this year he was portrayed 
by Daniel Mays in ITV’s drama¬ 
documentary The Great War: The 
People’s Story, but Reg’s life is worthy 
of any big-screen epic. 

The First World War hero was 
decorated for his bravery on the front 
line in 1915; he was awarded the 


Distinguished Conduct Medal before 
suffering an injury that could have 
destroyed most people. 

Reg was shot in the face in 
February 1916, an injury which cost 
him most of his jaw and sent him 
away from the battlefields. 

After undergoing pioneering surgery 
and a period of recovery, he 
volunteered to continue to serve for 
the British forces in Russia. 

Reg was posted far away from 
home until 1920, long after his peers 
had been demobbed. 

“I’ve had my father’s letters for many 
years now,” Pamela explains. “I’ve 
spent a lot of time on my own 
because my husband worked in 
Germany and I was living in France, 
so I would take them out periodically 
and type out the letters. It would take 
a long time because they were written 
on bits of paper; anything he’d had to 
hand in the trenches.” 

Those notes and letters were turned 
into the ebook, Reg Evans DCM - A 
Hero’s War in His Own Words, which 
like the Festival of Remembrance, is a 
fitting tribute to some unforgettably 
brave people.

NX offers 
plenty but 
there’s stiff 
opposition

The NX 300h has technology and refinement 
in spades but it’s up against stiff competition. 
This is more of a case of what isn’t new, be¬ 
cause the NX is fresh off the drawing board 
as a little brother to the much-respected RX. 
If the RX 400h hybrid was the father of social- 
ly-acceptable SUVs, the NX 300h is a not-so- 
distant cousin. 

The styling is as sharp as a supermodel’s face, and 
you’ll probably either love it or hate it. That’s what 
Lexus wants, because you can’t please everybody 
and it’s better to please some people a lot than fade 
into the background. The NX is no shrinking violet, 
as long as you avoid silver. There’s a completely new 
colour option that layers ordinary paint over a highly 
compressed layer of flake to create a deeper, more 
lustrous shine. Even in white the difference is obvious 
- and deliciously premium. 

Choose anything above the basic S model and you’ll ben¬ 
efit from winter-beating four-wheel drive. The NX is a bit of a 
Tardis, too, with 475 litres of boot space courtesy of a huge 
hidden compartment and enough rear legroom to let your 
kids have a game of boules. 

There’s also a space-saver spare wheel as standard - 
unique among the NX’s rivals. But check this out for a prac¬ 
tical feature: the bottle holder in the centre console has a 
high-friction base so you can open twist-cap drinks with one 
hand. Very neat. 

There’s also an induction charging pad that needs no 
wires to charge a compatible handset. You’re basically driv¬ 
ing the future. 

For the most part the NX is high quality, especially the 
leathers. There are one or two small bits of Toyota-spec 
plastic but they’re easy to ignore. The touch-pad comput¬ 
er interface is actually more intuitive than you might initially 
give it credit for, too. 


Refined 

The drive is impressively refined, with supple suspension, 
decent body control and super-smooth response from the 
hybrid powertrain. 

It’s not that hard to accelerate gently away using just 
the electric motor, but on the other hand the outright per¬ 
formance is nothing Usain Bolt would get excited about. 
There’s no two ways about it - it’s pretty pedestrian. 

At least the seats are worth a postcard home. Big, per¬ 
fectly supportive and highly adjustable, the only caveat is for 
drivers who like their seat back very upright, at which point 
the forward-leaning anti-whiplash headrests become a pain. 

The Mark Levinson stereo - exclusive to the Premier trim 
grade - is worth a mention too. It has special software to 
identify and compensate for the lost quality of compressed 
digital music, and as long as the source is hooked up via a 
wired connection, it’s brilliant. Music played via Bluetooth 
doesn’t benefit in the same way. 

The NX has stiff opposition from its German arch-ene¬ 
mies, but it’s more than good enough to win fans at the mid¬ 
range Luxury price of £34,495. Classic FM-smooth hybrid 
drive is a big selling point and the clever on-board tech is 
right on the money. 

It’s just a shame that so much of it is reserved for this 
£42,995 Premier range-topper. 

But who would buy one? There are USPs for parents, 
business users, tech geeks and obviously people who’ve 
had enough of the usual German options. 

The NX is a clever car, and a lot of people should appre¬ 
ciate its comfort, gadgets and generally premium feel. This 
deserves to be the car that boosts Lexus’ UK sales to the 
next level. 

This car summed up in a single word: Advanced. 

If this car was animal: It would be a chimpanzee. It’s intel¬ 
ligent, versatile and well put-together.

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Volkswagen’s 
new Passat is 
well worth a 
close look at

You will be familiar with the law of diminish¬ 
ing returns, where you pay increasingly large 
amounts of money for ever smaller improve¬ 
ments. 

It applies, especially, to consumer goods, from 
watches to mobile phones ... and cars. 

Now, you might be thinking ‘is this going to apply to the 
new VW Passat, reviewed here?’ 

Well, it costs about £1,000 more than the outgoing, sev¬ 
enth edition Passat, but you don’t need to travel far to con¬ 
clude it’s worth every extra penny. 

Prices start at £22,215 and top out for the moment at 
£37,035, although other models are in the pipeline, of 
course, which will add technology and swell the bottom line. 

The VW Group (which takes in VW, Audi, Seat and Skoda, 
among others, remember), sells more Passats around the 
world than any other of its models, selling one somewhere 
every 29 seconds. 


Profit 

Which makes the new Passat a very important car indeed, 
especially as the boss of the VW brand said recently his bit 
of the group had to make more money as he watched Audi 
coining it in, not to speak of Porsche, where profit arrives by 
the turbocharged shed load. 

You can just imagine the midnight oil burned to make sure 
nothing is left to chance when a new Passat is on the draw¬ 
ing board. 

So, here we have a car that’s smaller than before in length 
and height (if a little wider) but which offers more room in¬ 
side for people and their luggage. To the extent that there’s 
real leg stretching room in the rear for six-footers, while the 
boot varies from huge in the saloon, to ballroom propor¬ 
tioned in the estate and surely big enough for the largest of 
growing families. 

Generation eight Passat also comes with engines that 
emit fewer nasty gases, have better fuel consumption and, 
depending on version and ticked option boxes, a host of 
clever technology. 

You can, for instance, have a car that steers for you when 
reversing a caravan, or one that hits the brakes hard if you 
fail to slow for a pedestrian who steps into the road. 

Or how about a Passat that brakes, accelerates and 
steers for you in stop-go traffic. Yes, really. 

Destined 

Here in the UK we’ll likely buy a shade more estates than 
saloons and all will have diesels under their flat, wide bon¬ 
nets as it’s deemed not worth the bother importing petrol 
versions as almost nobody would buy one. 

That’s because nearly every Passat sold here is destined 
for the company car park and diesels make a compelling 
case for business users. 

They won’t be disappointed. On the right, smoothly fin¬ 
ished, road the new Passat makes almost no noise. 

It’s such a quality, hushed place to go to work in that your 
typically time-short business user is going to arrive for the 
next meeting as fresh and relaxed as when he (or she) left 
the office two hours before. 

The Passat is, thankfully, no sports car but it tackles 
corners with some enthusiasm while making sure the com¬ 
fort of all aboard is more important than track honed reac¬ 
tions. 

There’s added comfort from the electrically adjustable 
seats in the SE and SE Business level cars, the latter adding 
satellite navigation and, combined, likely to take the bulk of 
UK sales. 

These two cars also have adaptive cruise control and 
front and rear parking sensors; yet more features to 
ease a business person’s progress through the working 
day. 

Helping too will be the thought that there is precious little 
to be gained by spending more money on a car (yes, proba¬ 
bly another German) that really offers no more than the new 
Passat but carries a badge with more prestige. 

A clear case of diminishing returns ...

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Meriva has 
real appeal 
for family 
car buyers

It used to be so difficult. You wanted a vehicle 
with decent economy that could do the family 
duties, yet had something about it when you 
pressed the throttle pedal. Trying to square 
those requirements for a reasonable budget 
could tie even the most knowledgeable car 
enthusiast in knots. 

These days things are a whole lot easier. If you 
want to know how easy, just go to a Vauxhall dealer 
and cajole them into lending you a Meriva 1.6 CDTi 
diesel. It’s a car that’s been steadily improved over 
the course of its lifetime, but replacing the old 1.7-litre 
diesel lump with a smaller but more modern, power¬ 
ful and economical engine has given this particular 
Meriva real appeal for family buyers. 

Developing a healthy 136PS, this Euro6-compliant motor 
serves up a supersized 320Nm of torque at just 2,000rpm, 
which lends it a hugely muscular feel. In fact this Meriva will 
get to 62mph in just 9.9 seconds and Vauxhall has worked 
at improving the quality of the six-speed manual gearshift so 
that changes are slicker and gear engagement more reas¬ 
suring. Refinement at speed is a notable strong point, with 
the engine only really becoming vocal at around 4,000rpm, 
at which point you will have probably upshifted anyway. 

Chassis dynamics have never really been a Meriva high 
point. The steering in the Meriva is accurate but decidedly 
synthetic in feel. Nevertheless, the car generally feels very 
substantial and reassuring to drive, with plenty of grip and 
safe, predictable handling. Ride quality is firm but the ad¬ 
vantage of this is that body roll is very well controlled. 

This facelifted second generation Meriva gets a revised 
grille, but the chrome accents that frame the front fog lamps 
aren’t so obvious. The headlights seem to have soaked up 
much of the budget and now feature an ‘eagle-eye’ graphic. 
For the first time, LED daytime running lights and LED tail 
lights are available as an option. If you’re in the mood to 
tick options boxes, you can also pay extra for some 18-inch 
alloy wheels. 

The Meriva still differentiates itself from its many rivals via 
its rear-hinged back doors. The advantage of this design 
comes when entering and exiting the vehicle as the doors 
open to an angle of almost 90 degrees and you can step 
straight out unhindered. It also helps parents when they’re 
strapping the kids in or fitting child car seats because there’s 
no door in the way to manoeuvre around. The interior itself 
is based around the FlexSpace seating system which allows 
the rear seats to fold down and slide individually. Splitting 
the cabin on the plusher models is the FlexRail, a pair of 
metal runners between the front seats that various modular 
storage bins and arm-rests can be clipped to and slid along. 
It’s all very clever but those who have a thing for plastics 
quality might feel that some parts of the Meriva’s cabin - 
especially rearwards from the front seats - show clear signs 
of cost-cutting. Still, that’s the case with many of its rivals. It 
goes with the territory at this price point. 

Variations 

Whereas you used to have legions of trim level variations 
to wade through in order to find the Meriva you wanted, with 
this 1.6-litre CDTi, things are a whole lot more straightfor¬ 
ward. You either pay just over £19,000 and buy the S trim or 
you pay just over £21,000 and bag yourself the SE specifi¬ 
cation. The S isn’t badly finished with an ESP-plus electronic 
stability control system, twin front airbags, an electric park¬ 
ing brake, a CD / MP3 CD player / stereo radio with USB and 
AUX-in socket, electric front windows, electrically adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, remote central deadlocking, front 
side airbags and door-to-door illumination. 

Go for the up-spec SE version and you’ll find refinements 
such as a panoramic glass sunroof, 17-inch alloy wheels, 
folding seatback trays and under-seat drawers, a trip com¬ 
puter, cruise control, curtain airbags, leather trim for the 
steering wheel and gear shifter and heating for both the 
seats and the wheel. 

There are many MPV or SUV owners who have looked 
at the cost of petrol and diesel derivatives of the same 
car, done the calculations and decided that based on the 
amount of miles they do, they’d never justify the additional 
expense of the diesel variant. So they buy the petrol model 
and soon come to realise that the torque deficit you get with 
entry-level petrol engines requires you to flog them really 
hard to make progress. They look at their economy figures 
and then realise the error of their ways. They should have 
bought a car like this Meriva 1.6 CDTi. 

Emissions are also kept well in check at just 116g/km 
which, like the economy figure, is even better than the lowly 
1.3-litre CDTi diesel engine you can also have fitted in your 
Meriva. 

Residual values ought to be strong as well, with many 
buyers being attracted to the Meriva range’s best and most 
economical powerplant.
